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DETAILED ACTION 

Election/Restrictions 

1 . This application contains claims directed to the following patentably distinct species of 
the claimed invention: crosslinked pulp of claims 1-4 and 7-14 and non-crosslinked pulp of claim 
5. 

Applicant is required under 35 U.S.C. 121 to elect a single disclosed species for 
prosecution on the merits to which the claims shall be restricted if no generic claim is finally 
held to be allowable. Currently, none is generic. 

Applicant is advised that a reply to this requirement must include an identification of the 
species that is elected consonant with this requirement, and a listing of all claims readable 
thereon, including any claims subsequently added. An argument that a claim is allowable or that 
all claims are generic is considered nonresponsive unless accompanied by an election. 

Upon the allowance of a generic claim, applicant will be entitled to consideration of 
claims to additional species which are written in dependent form or otherwise include all the 
limitations of an allowed generic claim as provided by 37 CFR 1.141. If claims are added after 
the election, applicant must indicate which are readable upon the elected species. MPEP § 
809.02(a). 

Should applicant traverse on the ground that the species are not patentably distinct, 
applicant should submit evidence or identify such evidence now of record showing the species to 
be obvious variants or clearly admit on the record that this is the case. In either instance, if the 
examiner finds one of the inventions unpatentable over the prior art, the evidence or admission 
may be used in a rejection under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) of the other invention. 
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2. During a telephone conversation with William R. Evans on August 22, 2003 a 
provisional election was made without traverse to prosecute the invention of crosslinked pulp, 
claims 1-4, 7-14. Affirmation of this election must be made by applicant in replying to this 
Office action. Claim 5 is withdrawn from further consideration by the examiner, 37 

CFR 1.142(b), as being drawn to a non-elected invention. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 112 

3. The following is a quotation of the first paragraph of 35 U.S. C. 112: 

The specification shall contain a written description of the invention, and of the manner and process of making 
and using it, in such full, clear, concise, and exact terms as to enable any person skilled in the art to which it 
pertains, or with which it is most nearly connected, to make and use the same and shall set forth the best mode 
contemplated by the inventor of carrying out his invention. 

4. Claims 1-4 and 7-14 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 112, first paragraph, because the 
specification, while being enabling for crosslinked papermaking pulp, does not reasonably 
provide enablement for the crosslinked materials of claims 1-4, nor the crosslinked pulp of the 
other claims. Note that "crosslinked material" encompasses a broader range of 
compounds/materials as actually disclosed, e.g., claims 1 would read on a first layer comprising 
crosslinked polymers as the main component. Also the use of the term "crosslinked pulp" 
includes "pulps" not actually disclosed. The specification does not enable any person skilled in 
the art to which it pertains, or with which it is most nearly connected, to use/make the invention 
commensurate in scope with these claims. 

5. The following is a quotation of the second paragraph of 35 U.S.C. 1 12: 

The specification shall conclude with one or more claims particularly pointing out and distinctly claiming the 
subject matter which the applicant regards as his invention. 
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6. Claims 1-4 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 1 12, second paragraph, as being indefinite for 
failing to particularly point out and distinctly claim the subject matter which applicant regards as 
the invention. 

Claim 1 is vague and indefinite as to what crosslinked material is used; see above. In 
claims 3-4, the phrase "the composite pulp molding container for packing" lacks of 
antecedent basis. Note that the independent claim, claim 2, does not teach a "molding" 
but just a container. 

Allowable Subject Matter 

7. Claims 1-4 and 7-14 would be allowable if rewritten or amended to overcome the 
rejection(s) under 35 U.S. C. 112, second paragraph, set forth in this Office action. 

8. The following is a statement of reasons for the indication of allowable subject matter: the 
prior art does not teach a pulp-molded container having a crosslinked internal surface as claimed. 
Note that neither West nor Suskind teach a container, but multi-layered boards.

9. Applicant's amendment necessitated the new ground(s) of rejection presented in this 
Office action.
